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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT. 


We, the United Baptist, Church in the State of Missis- 
sippi, having been re gularly dismissed by letter from the 
following Associations, viz: Aberdeen, Chickasaw and 
Bear Creek, have united for the purpose of maintaining’ 
and keeping the Order and Rules of all Asgoc iations, ac- 
cording to the following plan: ‘ 


Art.1. This Association shall be composed of members 
chosen by the different churches in our Union, who, on 
producing letters from their respective chute hes, certi- 
fying their election, shall be entitled to seats. 


Art. 2. The letters from the churches are to express 
number of white male and female members; time of meet- 
ing; number of Baptists received by letter; restore -d, dis- 
missed by letter; excluded; died since last Association; 


- 


Art. 3. The members thus chosen and convened shall 
be known as the Judson Asociation, who shall have no 
power to lord over God’s heritage, or to infringe on any 
of the internal rights of the churches of the Union, but 
shall be an advisory council for the common benefit of all 
the churches and the furtherance of the cause of our Re- 
deemer. The Association shall have power to exclude any 
chureh from the Union, who may depart from any of the 
orthodox principles of the Gospel either in faith or préc- 
tice. (The fundamental principles we adopt and believe 
may be seen in our abstract. ) 


Art. 4. Every church in our Union may. be entitléd to 
three delegates and one additional delegate for every 100 
members above 100 or fraction thereof; should any ne- 
glect:to present herself, she shall state the reason in her 
next letter to the Association. 


Art. 5. New churches may be admitted fo this body, 
who petition by letter and delegates. If found to be sound 
int the faith and in good order the reception theredf to 
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-_—... 


manifested by the Moderator giving the right hand. 


Art. 6. This Association shall be governed by Rules 
of Decorum of their own adoption.

Art. 7. This Association shall elect a Moderator an- 
nually from among themselves, whose duty it shall be to 
see that the Rules of Decorum are observed, and take the 
Voice of the Association on all questions brought. before 
it. Also, a Clerk shall be elected, whose duty it shall be 
to take correct minutes of the acts of the Asociation, 


Art. 8. [No query shall be received for the considera- 
tion of the Association until. the church presenting it 
shall have made an effort to answer it to her satisfaction 
and failed to do so. 


Art. 9. The Association shall have a fund for the sup- 
port of the same, and w hich shall be raised by voluntary 
contributions of the churches, sent by their delegates, 
which money shall be deposited in the hands of the Treas- 
urer, elected by the Association, who shall be accountable 
to the Association for all money received by him as 
Treasurer, 


Art. 1)., The Association shall, in all cases, be gov- 
erned by a majority of the members present, except in 
the reception and dismissal of churches, which shall be 
unanimous. 


Art. 11.. The Asociation shall correspond with other 
Associations as may be agreed on while in session. 


Art. 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to ap- 
point a minister to preach the Introductory Sermon, with 


an alternate, at each succeeding session; also time and 
place for next Association. 


Art. 13. No charge will be received against any church 
in our Union only when established by a sister church. 


Art. 14. -This Constitution may be altered or amended 


at any time by two-thirds of the churches comprising 
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this body. 


Art. 15. Minutes to be read, aopted and «signed by the 
Moderator and Clerk before the Association finally ad- 
journs 


ABSTRACT OF PRINCIPLES. 


1. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Tes-

o. We believe that God has provided a way of salva- 
tion and has revealed it to us in the Gospel of his Son; 
that this way of salvation was adopted in the Eternal 
Council before the foundation of the world, according to 
which God saves sinners through the sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth. 


6. We believe that fallen man has nothing and can do 
nothing of himself to recommend him to the favorable no- 
tice of the Divine Being, and that all his hope of pardon, 
sanctification, justification and redemption is derived 


alone through the merits of Christ.

7. We believe Jesus Christ, the eternal Son of God, is 
the only urediator between God and man; fhat He first 
became cur surety and in the fullness of time our sacri 
tice, and that the only efficacious plea that He makes be 
ore the Throne in our behalf is built upon His own all- 


atoning sacrifice and perfect righteousness before God. 


8. We believe that the Holy Spirit, the third person in 
the adorable Trinity, is the great agent in convincing man 
of his lost and condemned condition, and in making the 


gospel plain and acceptable to him. 


9. Webelieve that all who are sanctified by the Spirit 
are fully justified by the righteousness of Christ, which 
is in all and upon all them that believe. 


10. We believe that all who are called the saints 
through sanctification of the S} irit and belief of the truth 
shall be eternally saved 


11 We believe that Ghrist’s churches are to be formed 
of believers in Christ, why give evidenee of change in 


heart, and who have been regularly baptized 


12. We believe that the yoverninent of the church IS 
not left in the hands of any one man or number of men 
distinct from the body, but that it iSJeft to the whole 
church. 


13. We believe that thefirst day of the week called the 
Lord's Day, is sanctitied and set apart for the. Warship of 
God, and that it is the duty of Christians to abstain on 
that day from all unnecessary visiting; trifling conversa- 
tion of labor, except so much as may be devoted to works 
of necesity or mercy. * . 


14. We believe that God has appointed the preaching 
of the Gospel for the edification of the church and the 
advaneement of His Kingdom; that it is. the duty of 
church members to contribute to the support of the min- 
istry of God, as He in: His providence, may give them 
ability. 
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15. We believe that Jesus Christ has appointed two 
positive institutions or ordinances to be obseryed in His 
\ churches, viz: Baptism and the Lord’s Suppér. That 
Baptism is the emersion, in water, in the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and that the believers alone 
are capable of rightly receiving this ordinance; that bap- 
tism precedes the Lord’s Supper and none but regularly 
ordained ministers have any right to administer them.
